The  health  generally  throughout  the  district  has 
been  good,  with  little  notification  of  infectious  disease 
apart  from  measles,  which  was  mild  and  without  compli- 
cations . 


The  area  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  with 
holiday  makers  and  this  creates  its  problems,  but  fort- 
unately there  is  little  overcrowding. 


Housing 

This  problem  is  almost  solved  except  in  the  New- 
port and  St.Dogmael's  area,  where  there  will  always  be  a 
demand . 


Again  I should  like  to  emphasize  how  important  a 
part  the  Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living. 

I should  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers 
for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to 
include  in  this  my  thanks  to  my  clerk  for  all  her 
help.

The  general  death  rate  remains  higher  than  the 
rate  for  both  the  County  and  for  the  country  as  a whole, 
but  again  shows  a slight  decrease  on  last  yearns  figure.
